Florida has always provided 
its 15% of the construction 
costs in the Overall Flood Con- 
trol Plan not only on time, but 
before time. Some of the appro- 
pritaions by the State Legisla- 
ture have reverted to the State 
Treasury because the Federal 

jovernment has not kept pace 
fit state appropriations. 

There is on deposit with the 
Engineers in Jacksonville some 
900,000 of state money without _ 
matching funds from the Fed- 
eral government, and there is 
on hand some $2,000,000, also 
vithout matching funds. 

‘The Central & Southern Flor- 
ida Flood Control Board asked 
he Budget Commission in Tal- 
'ahassee to allow this money to 
be advanced against future 
matching funds of the govern- 
ment, and the Budget Commis- 
sion, headed by Governor 
Charlie Johns, gave this con- 
sent. It is proposed to spend 
the money on authorized pro- 
jects with the agreement of the 
Engineers, so that there will be 
no question of full credit being 
given Florida on its 15%.

It will be to the advantage of 
all Korean veterans, who come 
out of service with physieal dis- 
abilities, suffered as a result of 
sickness or injury while in ser- 
vice, to file a claim for compen- 
sation as soon after discharge as 
possible.

PROOF OF CITIZENSHIP 
OR AGE AIDED THRU 
BUREAU OF CENSUS 


More than 5,300 residents of 
Florida turned to the U. S. 
Bureau of thè Census for assist- 
ance in establishing proof of 
age or citizenship during 1953, 
according to Supervisor L. S. 
Bullington of the Bureau’s dis- 
trict office at Sarasota, Florida. 

Transcripts of personal cen- 
sus records are acceptable, in 
most instances, as substitutes 
for certificates or other legal 
levidence in establishing proof 
iof age or citizenship. Such proof 
is of vital importance in qualify- 
ing for Social Security benefits, 
in settling estates and insurance 
Gases, in determing eligibility 
ifor employment in defense in- 
dustries, and for other purposes 
where it is necessary to furnish 
edivence of identity, age or 
citizenship. 

Transcripts of personal cen- 
sus records can be obtained 
from the Census Bureau upon 
jPayment of the cost of search- 
ing the recoras. Federal funds 
,are not appropriated for this 
jservice and the fees charged 
lare used to pay the salaries of 


|the searchers and to cover the 
[cost of the necessary office sup- 
iplies. s 

||. fee of $3.00 is charged for 
jsearches of two censuses for one
